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At the July 23 Karlskoga, Sweden 
round of the World Championship 
Road Racing Series, Team Suzuki's 
Barry Sheene topped the 500cc class 
while Kawasaki rider Gregg Hansford 
won the 250 and 350cc events. 
Sheene's win gives him a total of 82 
series points and leaves him a scant 
three points behind series leader “King 
Kenny” Roberts. Roberts crashed in a 
Friday practice session, knocking 
himself out and sustaining a thumb 
injury. He elected not to run in the 


'250cc race, then placed seventh in the 


500cc event. Following Sheene in the 
500cc meet were Suzuki-mounted Wil 
Hartog, Yamaha ace Takazumi 
Katayama, Steve Baker (Suz), Ferrari 
(Suz), Johnny Cecotto (Yam) and 
Roberts. In the 250cc series, Kork 
Ballington (Kaw) leads Gregg 
Hansford, 69 to 67. In the 350cc 
World Championship points race, 
Ballington has clinched the title with 
77 points; Hansford is second wfth 49, 
only four points ahead of Katayama’s 
45-point total. 


Promoter Bill King has picked up 
the vacant Sept. 17 date to run an 
AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series half mile 
near Pittsburg. Though the AMA 
hasn't received a sanction 
application, they do have a verbal 
promise and telegram of 
commitment from King. AMA 
Commissioner of Pro Racing Doug 
Mockett was very enthusiastic 
about the track — The Meadows, 
in Meadow Lands, PA, about 20 
miles south of Pittsburg. 


The American Motorcyclist 
Association plans to assign National 
MX numbers to the top 20 in each 
class — 125, 250, and 500cc — for the 
1979 season. Then, the next 10 
numbers, 21 through 30, will be 
assigned to riders in the top 20 who 
may wish to change classes in ‘79. 
Finally, the numbers from 31 up will 
be assigned to the remaining Pro 
MXers. For '79, MX number plates 
will see a color change. Plates of 125cc 
machines will be black with white 
numbers; the 250cc plates will be 
green with white numbers; 500cc 
classers will be yellow with black 
numbers.

Hank Scott 
breezes to 
Sacramento 


mile win

SACRAMENTO, CA, JULY 22 


“T think I was due...just overdue,” said a very 
happy Hank Scott following his victory at the 


25-lap AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series mile race at Sacramento’s 


Cal-Expo Fairgrounds. Scott had 
led from the time starter “Bounc- 
ing Bob” Malley hit the green 
light to Malley’s wave of the 
checkered flag, aboard his Carl 
Patrick-tuned Patrick Racing 
Products’ Harley-Davidson. 

Following Scott into the winners’ 
circle were runner-up Steve 


Morehead, sponsored by K&K 
Insurance and KK Supply and riding 
Doug Sehl's Sehlachi Harley with Sehl 
doing the tuning, and Corky Keener, 
who rode an Al Spangler-tuned 
factory Harley to third. 

Dust was a major factor in the race. 
Promoter J.C. Agajanian’s track prep 
personnel were not allowed by the 


Fairgrounds to use calcium chloride, 
which is used in most other tracks to 
hold down dust, and hot weather in 
Sacramento added to their problems. 
Once a groove developed and was 
coated with rubber, it helped. But the 
groove wasn’t very wide, and slipping 
off it cost more than one front runner 
his position, including Garth Brow, 
who had been a solid second only to go 
off the groove late in the race and drop 
to fourth. 

Camel Pro Series point leader Steve 
Eklund (Zanotti Enterprises H-D) 
slipped past Jay Springsteen on the last 
lap to finish fifth and maintain his 
point lead, 184-175, over Springsteen. 
Scott’s win moved him to fourth in the 
standings, six points behind Ted 
Boody. 

The Harley-Davidson factory team 
faced the prospect of losing another 
motorcycle when California privateer 
Terry Dorsch claimed Keener’s bike. 
As a precautionary step, the Harley 
team had already claimed Keener's 
bike, and Corky filed another counter 
claim. Three names — Keener, 
Dorsch and Steve Morehead — were 
put in a hat and Morehead's name was 
drawn, keeping the bike in the factory 
camp. 


Time trials 


Bill Schaeffer (Schaeffer's H-D/Bel- 
Ray H-D) was the fastest qualifier, 
knocking about two seconds off the 
track record with a 39.58-second time. 
Garth Brow rode his Mert Lawwill- 
tuned Klotz/Wiseco H-D around the 
slippery (at the time) track in 39.61 
seconds. Hank Scott (39.63), Alex 
Jorgensen (39.64) and Eklund (39.68) 
rounded out the top five qualifiers. 
Jorgensen, on a Ron Wood Norton, 
was the only non-Harley rider to make 
the top 10 in qualifying. Schaeffer's 
fast time worked out to 90.955 mph. 
As more rubber was laid down on the 
track, it became much faster — Hank 





Scott’s 25-lap average was 94.285 
mph. 


Heats ; 

Bill Schaeffer and factory Harley- 
Davidson rider Ted Boody marched 
through the first turn with the first 
heat lead, but Steve Eklund went 
quickly to work and had the lead by 
the end of the first lap. Eklund wasn't 
able to pull away from Schaeffer 
immediately, and Bill nudged past at 
least once, for a brief period of time. 
During laps five through 10, though, 
Eklund pulled away slightly to win by 
several bike lengths. Boody held third 
all the way, though he finished well 
behind Eklund and Schaeffer. Rookie 
of the Year contenders Lance Jones (in 
his second race back after a broken 
ankle) and Eddie Lawson were fourth 
and fifth. 

The lead in the second heat went to 
Steve Morehead, with pursuit headed 
first by Corky Keener, then Garth 
Brow. Keener slipped back of the 
leading pair on the second lap when he 
went high off the groove in turns 
three-four. Brow passed Morehead on 
the following lap. Morehead stayed 
with Brow for the remainder of the 
heat, finishing a close second. Keener 
was third. Pee Wee Gleason (Chris 
Armstrong H-D), Phil McDonald 
(K&N/Bel-Ray/C.P.D. of Wichita/ 
Lectron H-D) led the rest. 

About the: only portion of racing 
during the night that Hank Scott 
didn’t lead was the dash to the first 
turn in heat three. John Gennai (H-D) 
led that, but was back to fifth place at 
the end of the lap, trailing Scott, Jay 
Springsteen, Dave Aldana (who 
brought his own Harley to the event; 
but ended up riding a Ron Wood 
Norton), and Terry Poovey (Bel-Ray/ 
Ted Poovey H-D). Poovey got by 
Aldana for third on the next lap and 
the top three were set. Though 
Springer trailed Scott by only a fer

yards, he never seriously challenged 
for the lead. Aldana, Frank Word (H- 
D) and John Hateley (H-D) followed 
Poovey to the flag. 

The fourth heat was the swapfest of 
the night, with Mike Kidd (H-D), Alex 
Jorgensen and Gary Scott (KK Supply 
H-D) trading the first three positions 
around through corner and straight 
for 10 laps. Behind them, Ocean 
Pacific/Dan Murrell-sponsored Gene 
Romero was mounted on Skip 
Aksland’s Harley for the evening and 
he held fourth all the way in front of 
Chuck Palmgren (Dan Gurney H-D). 
In front of them the swapping 
continued; Kidd and Scott trading the 
lead with Jorgy right in the middle. 
Down the final straightaway, it was 
Kidd, Jorgensen and Scott at the 
checkered flag. 


Semis 

Joe Wilson (H-D) zoomed into the 
lead of the first semi, but was quickly 
out of contention with a DNF. Pee 
Wee Gleason took over, chased by 
Lance Jones (Sure-Fire Dist. H-D) and 
Eddie Lawson (Shell Racing 
Specialties Yam).. The trio became a 
six-wheeled vehicle with Gleason 
leading the first four laps and Jones 
the last six. Try as he might, Lawson 
could not pass Gleason and it ended 
with Jones and Gleason National- 
bound. Phil McDonald and Tom 
Berry followed Lawson into the trophy 
race. 

The second semi saw Gene Romero 
and John Gennai battle for the lead off 
the start, and Gennai took it. Dave 
Aldana, Chuck Palmgren and Scott 
Pearson (H-D West) were third 
through fifth. On the fifth lap, 
Romero passed Gennai for the lead, 
which he didn’t give up. Aldana 
dropped out on the seventh lap, which 
moved Pearson, who'd passed 
Palmgren on the third lap, to third. 
With Romero way out in front, 





Pearson passed Gennai with two laps 
to go and was the final rider into the 
National. 


Trophy race 

A veteran of many racing seasons 
and a rookie Expert led the trophy 
race through the first corner — Chuck 
Palmgren and Eddie Lawson. But 
Lawson slipped slightly off the groove 
in turn two and John Gennai moved to 
second and then to first. Gennai led 
for another lap as Lawson moved back 
up to challenge him, then dropped out 
with mechanical problems. Lawson 
took over, and had some breathing 
room over Palmgren. 

Phil McDonald was working his way 
up from a bad start caused by a clutch 
that wouldn’t dissengate — he had to 
jam it in gear when the green light 
went — and had moved to third by 
lap five. Three laps later Palmgren 
was behind McDonald, who went after 
Lawson. McDonald passed Lawson 
down the backstraight on lap 10 and 
held on to win, though he apparently 
missed the checkered flag and did 
another lap at speed. Lawson, 
Palmgren, Tom Berry,. John Hateley 
and Bobby Sanders finished next. 


National 


Hank Scott was on the pole, but he 
wasn’t sitting. “Half the race is a good 
start, and I haven't been getting any 
lately,” Hank said after the race. But 
this time he got a beautiful one and 
was 15 yards clear of the pack into 
turn one. Mike Kidd and Ted Boody 
were next through the first turn, but 
Garth Brow aced Boody for third on 
the first lap. Harley teammates 
Springsteen and Keener came through 
after Boody. 

On the next lap, Brow was in 
second, but Hank Scott had started to 
put some daylight (moonlight?) on the 
pack. By the fourth lap, the top nine 
were: Hank Scott, Brow, Kidd,

Springsteen, Boody, Gary Scott, 
Keener, Steve Morehead and Steve 
Eklund. 

Behind Scott and Brow were a 
group of tightly bunched riders. Kidd, 
Boody, Springer, and Keener were 
nose to tail with only a short distance 
separating them from Morehead, 
Scott, Romero (who'd moved up) and 
Eklund. Morehead moved up to join 
the battle for fourth as the halfway 
point grew near, while Boody fell back 
a little. 

Springer passed Kidd for third at 
the halfway point and Kidd regained 
the position a lap later. A lap or so 
later and they had both lost position. 
“Springer ran into me and knocked us 
both off the groove,” said Kidd after 
the race, pointing to a dinged left-side 
number plate. The trip up into the 
slick part of the track dropped 
Springer to fifth behind Hank Scott, 
Brow, Morehead, and Keener. Eklund 
found himself behind Springsteen and 
ahead of Gary Scott and Kidd. 

Brow was the next one to slide off 
the groove through turns three and 
four, and he dropped to fourth. 

With only a few laps remaining 
before the checkered flag, the order 
seemed set at Hank Scott, Morehead, 








Keener, Brow, Springsteen, Eklund, 
Gary Scott, Kidd, Bill Schaeffer, 
Boody and Romero. 

The only change in that order 


occurred when Eklund passed 
Springer for fifth. In doing so, Eklund 
strengthened his lead in the Camel Pro 
Series, after being back around ninth 
through the early laps. 

“When I saw the checkered flag, I 
beat on the gas tank all the way down 
the straight,” Hank related after the 
race. After finishing second by a few 
feet in three National miles in 1977, 
Hank had won — bya big margin. @

Glover perfect 
at Mid-Ohio 
125cc USGP, 
other top 
contenders fall 
by the wayside

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 23 

Due to political complications — the Russian/ 
U.S. news journalist conflicts and incidents in- 
volving Russian dissidents — the Russian and 
Czech riders scheduled to ride the 1978 Valvo- 


line 125cc USGP at Pete Weid- 
ner’s Mid-Ohio MX track did not 
participate. But it didn’t really 
matter. The Americans would 


have beaten them anyway. 

Team Yamaha's 125cc National 
Champion dealt out back to back 
moto wins, with Broc Glover setting 


the Mid-Ohio motocross course afire 
at the Valvoline Oil-sponsored GP 
event. Gerard Rond of Holland on the 
European Team Yamaha OW water- 
cooled bike took second behind Broc’s 
non-watercooled Jim Felt-prepared 
bike. Boxing-in Rond was Marty 
Moates with the LOP-prepared RM 
Suzuki turning in an outstanding 
performance for third overall. 

But the race was in no way easy 
pickings for the Americans. Seven 
international riders, including the 
four top stars of the 125cc World 
Championship class, came prepared to 
win. Reigning World Champion 
Gaston Rahier along with Suzuki 
teammate and this season’s World 
Championship points leader Akira 
Watanabe, Yamaha’s Rond and KTM's 
Siegfried Lerner all came to America. 
In the last four years of the Mid-Ohio 
GP, the upstart Americans had beaten 


them three times at their own game. It . 


wouldn't have been so bad if it wasn’t 
for the fact that every American who 
finished in front of the Grand Prix 
regulars cost them valuable World 
Championship points. 


For Suzuki’s Gaston Rahier, the 
three-time 125cc World Champion, 
every point was important in trying to 
close the gap in the standings on 
Watanabe. Gaston was also riding 
under a handicap. At the Grand Prix 
the weekend before in Europe, 
enthusiastic spectators had 
accidentally pushed over a steel 
barricade in his path. His hand caught 
on it and he suffered a broken finger 
which was in a splint at Mid-Ohio. 

Saturday's first practice session on 
the improved course, which included a 
$40,000 track sprinkler system and 
rerouting of the backsection, saw time 
trials turning into a two-way tug 
between Yamaha's Broc Glover and 
Bob Hannah. Each would go out and 
better. the other’s previous fast time. 
Broc finally edged out Bob as practice 








ended. The track surface had dried 
out from its early slightly-muddy 
condition, recording a time nearly one 
second faster than Hannah’s at 2 min. 
51 sec. Broc was riding his latest 
National bike while Bob was aboard 
an old works bike from last year which 
Keith McCarty had thrown together 
for this race. 

Moto one 

Both Hannah and Kawasaki's Jim 
Weinert had to make second row 
starts, despite the somewhat small 25- 
bike field, because they weren't 
regular 125cc National riders this 
season as stipulated by FIM rules. 
Weinert was riding Kawasaki's KX125 
watercooled bike despite the fact 
teammate Gaylon Mosier had turned 
quicker lap times with his normal air- 
cooled model. 

Glover rocketed a beautiful holeshot 
ahead of Mosier, Rond, Rahier, 
Weinert, Gregson, Reid, Masuda, 
Wise and Moates. 

Trying to make an outside sweep of 
the pack through turn one was Bob 
Hannah, but it only set Bob up for a 
poor position going into the U-shaped 
second turn where he was held up by a 
stalled rider. Bob restarted back in 
23rd palce, but within just four laps 
the “Hurricane” was already passing 
World Champion Rahier for fourth 
place. 

Up front, Glover had already built 
up an unbelievable 25-second lead and 
was beginning to ease up his charge. 
For a number of laps Mosier and Rond 
traded second position with knees and 
handlebars until Gaylon bailed off as 
he accelerated out of a corner. The 
bike fell on his leg, leaving it sore 
enough for him to want to retire from 
the moto. This left the Team Yamahas 
of Glover, Rond and Hannah running 
1-2-3. ; 

The other Europeans couldn't 
match the American’s pace and began 
dropping back. First Reid got by 
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Team Honda’s Warren Reid bailed heavily in a second moto brush with the Hurricane, Bob Hannah (30. 


Rahier for fourth, then ‘Weinert who 
unluckily would soon after retire for 
the day with a broken bike, Koji 
Masuda and Steve Wise. The 
seemingly mild 80-degree 
temperatures were taking their toll of 
the foreigners with Championship 
points leader Akira Watanabe retiring 
to the pits at the 30-minute mark in 
the 45 minute moto. 

“Too hot!” Watanabe claimed, 
“stomach sick. I cannot hold on. I 
crash and front brake lock up.” 

Hannah was charging as usual and 
passed Rond for second place, setting 
his sights on Glover with the lead. 
Broc’s large 25-second lead burned 
down to 15 seconds with 15 minutes 
remaining, but then Bob started 
crashing, dropping back to fourth at 
one point behind Rond and Reid. 

“I bailed off twice. The second time 
the bike's front end started swapping 
on the straight and I knew a crash was 
coming a long time before it 
happened. After that I just had to slow 
down.” 

Hannah recovered his second place 
ahead of Rond as Glover crossed the 
finish line for the first moto win. Since 
Hannah's finishing position was 
unofficial, Rond was awarded second 
in the FIM standings ahead of Honda’s 
Wise and Reid who had been battling 
for third spot, then Mark Gregson as 
top privateer on his LOP Suzuki, 
Rahier, Moates, Mike Guerra, David 
Taylor and Siegfried Lerner on the 
factory KTM. 

Broc hadn't realized, as he slowed 
up is pace, that the FIM uses overall 
moto times to decide any tie breaks if 
he might be beaten the second moto. 
The situation might have proven 
interesting if Hannah, who was unable 
to earn FIM points, had beaten Broc 
the second moto. 


Moto two 


And that was just Bob's plan — to 
win. He knifed his way from the 





second row starting position behind 
Broc to fourth place behind Mosier, 
Wise and Watanabe as they charged 
turn one. 

Not one to take things cautiously, 
Hannah made a charge through a 
mudhole and over a downhill jump to 
pass Watanabe on the opening lap. In 
mid-air off the jump, the two factory 
stars collided and cartwheeled to the 
ground! 

Hannah laid spread out on the 
ground, dazed for a few seconds... got 
up and shook his head...then 
scrambled over to his bike and took off 
again from back in 15th place. 
Watanabe came out of the close- 
encounter-of-a-Hurricane-kind not so 
lucky. His throttle cable broken, he 
was out of the race. 

Team Suzuki was really hot over the 
incident — their World 
Championship points leader had been 
nailed out of the race by a rider not 
even eligible for points! To make 
matters worse, Rahier would retire a 
few laps later as his injured hand 
began to hurt him too badly to 
continue. 

Mosier was still holding his lead over 
Wise, Moates, Glover, Lerner, Rond, 
Glen Johnson and Reid as they came 
around to complete the second lap. 

Hannah hadn't backed off one bit 
after the crash and continued with the 
throttle pegged to wen. Diving inside 
Reid before a turn, Bob clipped the 
front wheel of the pre-production 
125cc Honda out from under Warren 
and set him flying. Warren was out of 
the race with a sprained wrist. 

By the fourth lap, Hannah was back 
up to fifth place and looking for 
passing room by Glover. Just as he 
pulled within striking distance of Broc 
and what could have been the overall 
win, he was forced off the track with a 
flat front tire. 

“I think I felt it going flat. after 
crashing with Watanabe,” he said 
later. 








About the same time, Steve Wise, 
running in second place and putting 
on a fantastic ride with the new 
Honda, found himself stranded on the 
side of the course with a broken 
transmission. 

Mosier still held the lead, but 
closing at the halfway point were 
Moates and Glover in a paint-trading 
party for second place. Attrition had 
moved Rond, the top European, up to 
fourth spot from seventh. 

It was only a matter of time. Broc 
finally pulled himself away from 
Moates’ Suzuki, closing the remaining 
distance on Mosier and the lead. 
“Gassin’” Gaylon wasn’t about to give 
in though with just four laps left to the 
finish. 


“It started raining about then and 
the track really got slick,” explained 
Broc afterwards. “I was trying to keep 
up with Gaylon, but this one turn was 
like grease, and I went down. Gaylon 
couldn't turn either, but he went over 
the berm instead and that’s how I 
finally got by him.” 

The second moto finishing order 
read Glover, Mosier (who also happens 
to be in second overall in the 125cc 
National point standings behind 
Broc), Moates, Rond as top European, 
KTM's Lerner, Danny Turner on the 
Moto-X Fox Suzuki, Mike Guerra, 
Ron Turner on the Luft Yamaha, 
Gregson and Alborghetti on the 
factory Aspes. 

The World Championship contend- 
ers packed their bikes and bags to 
return to Europe. In the 125cc class, at 
least, the Americans had proven their 
superiority once again as the best 
against what the rest of the world has 
to offer. The foreigners won’t soon 
forget their defeat at the hands of the 
“American cowboys.” 


250cc Support 
Atlas, Pennsylvania’s own John 
Savitski, fresh from victory the 


), suffering a sprained wrist in the get-off. 
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weekend before at a big money 
outdoor Supercross-style race at Lake 
Sugar Tree, won both motos in the 
250cc Support class. John, riding 
under the Bob Hannah support 
program, used Bob's tired-out 250cc 
National bike, the OW38B_ works 
machine, tuned by Bevo “The Czar of 
Motocross” Forte. John’s win this 
weekend also netted him the use of the 
bike for the U.S. 250cc Grand Prix at 
Unadilla. 

“I just hope he doesn’t break it,” 
joked the Hurricane. “I may have to 
use that bike again next year. 

John met stiff competition both 
motos from Suzuki’s Mickey Boone 
and Can-Am’s Gary Semics, both early 
leaders in the day’s first of two 20- 
minute-plus-two-lap motos. Also 
adding to a four-way scrap over the 
lead in the first moto was Denny 
Swartz on the Aaen Engineering 
Maico. 

In the second moto, Swartz nearly 
passed Savitski as they dived toward 
the checkered flag together. Semics 
took third that time as Perry Klassen 
on the Moto-X Fox/Ken Sissler Maico 
improved upon a first moto fall to beat 
out Suzuki’s Mickey Boone for fourth.

This week may prove to be quite 
exciting as “Wild Bill"Cody says he'll 
start his streak of being undefeated in 
Scratch Mains all over again.

Autrey favored 
in World Finals 


Californian Scott Autrey has 
won his way to the September 2 
Speedway World Final at 
England’s famous Wembley 
Stadium with a great chance of 
winning the title for America. Scott 
finished third in the Inter-Continental 
Final at Fredericia, Denmark, but was 
unlucky not to win the meeting. He 
beat both Ole Olsen and Ivan Mauger, 
the reigning World Champion, but 
was excluded from one heat when his 
bike failed to start. He was 
disqualified under the two-minute 
rule. 

It was bad luck for Autrey who has 
proved to be one of the most consistent 
and successful riders in England this 
year. Since taking over as captain of 
the Exeter team, following the transfer 
of Mauger to Hull — one of my old 
teams — Scott has come into his own 
and won many major individual 
meetings. 

Now he goes into the Wembley 
final knowing that he is just five races 


. away from every speedway rider's 


dream — winning the world title. He 
ha proved that he can beat riders like 
Ole, Ivan and England's Peter Collins 
when it matters, and I'd rate his 
chances of doing well at Wembley as 
very high. The pressure on a rider on 
World Final night is fantastic,

especially at Wembley where there will 
be a capacity 90,000 crowd. 

Twelve of the 16 finalists for 
Wembley are already known. They are 
Autrey (USA), Mauger (New 
Zealand), Olsen (Denmark), Anders 
Michanek and Jan Andersson 
(Sweden), Illa Teromaa (Finland); 
John Titman (Australia), Hans 
Wasserman (Germany), Jiri Stancl, 
Vaclav Verner, Petre Ondrasik and 
Zendra Kundra (Czechoslovakia) and 
Marek Cieslak (Poland). 

The other four will come from 
England. The top four riders from the 
British Final at Coventry on August 2 
will also go forward to Wembley. The 
British Final will be the toughest 
round so far. England has so many 
good riders at present that not even 
Peter Collins can be confident of his 
chances. 

Collins, World Champion in 1976, 
should get through, but Coventry is 
such a perfect track that gating is very 
important — and Peter is not the best 
gater around. It would be a tragedy if 
he didn’t make it, but already a 
number of top riders, especially from 
Australia, have been eliminated. 

Steve Gresham was the second 
American ‘rider to compete in 
Fredericia and he was the only rider to 
beat Autrey, but Steve was twice 
excluded for unfair riding and those 
exclusions cost him a place at 
Wembley. 

Gresham has been scoring a lot of 
points for his club, Bristol, in the 
British League and had he gone to 
Denmark looking just to qualify, 
instead of winning the meeting, he 
might have done better. 

Hardened riders like Mauger and 
Olsen know that the only thing that 
matters before the final itself is getting 
through to the next round. Ole beat 
Ivan in a run-off for first place at the 
Inter-Continental Final, but he would 
have been just as pleased to take the 
seventh and final qualifying place. 

I went back to Hull recently to do 
the television commentary on a big 
individual meeting there and the 
outstanding rider there — though he 
didn’t win — was Bruce Penhall. 
Bruce has been a tremendous hit in 
England and has improved his riding 
no end. It has been hard for him, but 
he settled down well and is a much 
better rider for the experience. 

Young Kelly Moran is already a big 
favorite with crowds in England, Kelly 
had a tough start, took time sorting his 
bikes out, but he has worked his way 
up to the Hull team. Racing in the 
British League is never easy, but there 
is no better education for a rider who 
wants to compete at World level. 

I was against the idea that 
American riders who wanted to 
compete in the World Championship 
had to race in England in order to 
qualify. It seemed ridiculous to me 
that any American rider who wanted 
to take part had to leave his own 
country to do so. However, riders like 
Scott have become experienced in the 
sort of conditions that World 
Championship events are held under 

. on quarter mile tracks of varying 
surfaces. 

I understand that the five American 
riders in the British League will return 
home for an American Final in 
October, and that the two top riders 
from that event will go through to next 
year’s World Championship rounds. 
Much depends on where the final is 
held but I think both systems are 
unsatisfactory to different riders, and 
perhaps another more suitable 
qualification method could be found.

With “King Kenny’ Roberts 
reigning over the road race cir- 
cuits of Europe, many young 
American riders are dreaming of 
following his winning trail. Santa 
Clara, CA’s 19-year-old Randy 
Mamola, however, is not just 
dreaming. He’s already racing 
Europe, and next year he plans to 
contest the World Championship 
Road Race Series in the 250, 350 and 
maybe the supreme 500cc class, as he 
puts it, “if we find a motorcycle.” 


On the July 1-2 weekend, Mamola 
enjoyed an easy and very convincing 
victory during the annual American 
Federation of Motorcyclists’ Golden 
Gate Challenge held at Sears Point 
International Raceway. On the 
following weekend, he and mechanic 
George Vukmamovich were in Italy 
where Randy raced on the Misamo 
circuit on 250 and 350cc Yamahas 
borrowed from Bimota, the Italian 
frame manufacturer. A week later, he 
was back at Sears Point for the AMA 
Grand National Championship/Camel 
Pro Series road race. All this travelling 
doesn’t seem to bother the young 
Californian. 

“I want to be World Champion,” 
Randy said following his AFM victory. 
“This year we are going to Europe for 
some of the races to get an idea what it 
takes to win over there and to get used 
to the different tracks. But next year, 
we will hit all the Grand Prix events 
and try to bring home one, to maybe 
several, World Championship titles.” 

Mamola approached the interna- 
tional road racing scene in 1977 when 
his manager/sponsor Jim Doyle took 
him to Imola to participate in the 
250cc support class race held in 
conjunction with the Italian F750 
round held each year after Daytona. 

Randy was 17 years-old then, and 
the organizers wouldn't let him ride; 
according to FIM rules, he had to be 

-18 to compete in an international 
event. Randy came home, but his 
popularity started growing in Europe 
as well as in the U.S. 

Two years prior to his Imola non- 
debut, thanks to Jim Doyle who has 
been nelping Mamola since Randy was 
14-years-cld, Mamola took his first title 
in road racing: the AFM 1975 125cc 
GP class. 

“There were 12 races that year,” 
Randy recalls, “and I won nine of 
them.” Doyle used that title to get 
Randy entered in New Zealand and 
Australian events later that year as an 
American 125cc champion. 

The 1978 season thusfar has seen 
Mamola finish second to Gregg 
Hansford in the 250cc International 
Lightweight road race at Daytona. He 
also claimed a fourth placing at Paul 
Ricard in the same class during a F750 
World Championship meet. e

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CN: Last time we got together for an interview you 
were new to the harness, but you had some plans 
for improving the lot of the pro racers, promoters 
and the AMA in general. So far, what have you 
accomplished and how’s it going? 

DM: I think we’ve made substantial progress on 
several fronts. One thing I wanted to do was to bring 
more sponsors into AMA racing and with more 
sponsors, more money. We've been very fortunate in 
being able to renegotiate the Mr. PiBB contract for 
1978 from a $6,000 point fund in the 500cc class only 
in 1977 to a $30,000 point fund ($10,000 in each 
class — 125cc, 250cc and 500cc). 

I think if there’s a highlight to what I've done so 
far in sponsorship, it’s bringing in the Toyota deal. 
Renaming the Stadium Motocross Series the Toyota 
Supercross Series, providing substantial promotional 
funds for promoters and a $50,000 point fund for 
competitors. That is, I think, a very big highlight. 

We've also been fortunate to bring aboard Nikon 
Cameras as the official camera of the AMA. It's a 
very small dollar sponsorship deal, but it includes a 
Rookie of the Year award for each class of motocross 
and a Rookie of the Year award for the rookie Expert 
on the Camel Pro Series trail and the rookie Expert 
who did not go on the Camel Pro Tour but stayed at 
home and rode. It’s $500 for each of those categories. 
So there’s something essentially for everybody. 


CN: Wasn’t Nikon going to come up with finish 
line phatas like those at horse races? 

DM: Yes, but we're still in the middle. We had a lot 
of minor technical problems with the Nikon finish 
line documentation system. We have one little box 
that’s almost ready — and then the whole thing's 
ready to go. Then we'll have it everywnere. it's really 
a neat system. 


CN: What was the Toyota deal? What’s involved 
in it? 

DM: Several things: Toyota has become the official 
truck of the AMA, We've renamed the Stadium 
Motocross Series as I mentioned before (there’s where 
the $50,000 point fund is). Toyota has also posted 
contingency money for the Camel Pro Series — it's 
what you call a non-use contingency. You don’t 
have to use the product to qualify. They are also 








going to be the sponsor of the AMA/National 
Amateur Motocross Championship. They've also 
given away some promotional trucks. One thing 
that’s been very pepular is the Toyota Truck Tower 
Jump at every stadium motocross. At each one of 
these, Toyota puts up $250 and whoever jumps the 
farthest in the first four heat races wins the $250. 
The first four guys get points (4-3-2-1) and the guy 
with the most points at the end of the year wins a 
Toyota truck. 

CN: What about the size of your department? Has 
it grown? How many people do you have working 
under you now? 

DM: At the moment, we have about 15. We have 
added fulltime assistants in the motocross area to 
Mike DiPrete and in the Camel -Pro Series Dirt 
Track/Road Race area to Bill Boyce. Both of those 
guys’ jobs are to sell local events and to help out in 
coordination. We've found it’s very difficult to keep 
one man on the road for 42 weekends. For example, 
in 1977 Mike DiPrete was on the road for 42 
weekends and, you know, that’s an awful lot of time 
to ask someone to sacrifice. 

CN: Especially when he puts in a full week in the 
office as well! How has the Progressive 
Professional program developed? 

DM: It is something that’s taking us a substantial 
amouiit of time to educate promoters to buy. We are 
making headway on it.

CN: Educate promoters in what way? 
DM: The fact that this class, in theory, is self- 
supporting. This is where a rider can get the 








experience he needs and the back gate monies paid 
by the competitors open the door for the promoter. 
It shouldn't cost the promoter very much at all to 
put on the event, and the competitor gets the 
experience and the points he needs to progress. 
CN: Why then is there resistance? Is it a lack of 
understanding? 
DM: A lack of understanding and time. It’s a brand 
new product out on the marketplace, essentially, and 
it’s going to take time for it to become accepted. 
Already, in some areas, we have made some changes 
to better fit the area. For example, in southern 
California what we had was a back gate fee for the 
promoter to charge — but it won't fly. It’s too low. 
So, we had to tailor that to fit the market. 
CN: Do you have the authority to change AMA 
rules as necessary to fit the situation, or are they 
working out, as is, to your satisfaction? 
DM: AMA rules, by and large, are working out to 
my satisfaction, The ones we created last fall and 
early winter had mainly to do with safety and safety 
aspects of racing. Haybales, for example, — we 
never had a rule in the dirt track rulebook that said 
you had to use haybales at a racetrack, so we put that 
rule in. As you're aware, we put in a rule specifying 
Snell 75 helmets for dirt-track racing/road racing 
and made a modification to permit Snell 70 or 75 in 
motocross, but that will come to Snell 75 in 1979 for 
motocross too. 
CN: When the claiming rule was changed just 
prior to Daytona this year, was that one of your 
actions? 
DM: Essentially what happened there was that we 
put forth this claiming rule with every good intention 
and with what we thought was the knowledge of 
everybody concerned. The Yamaha people, their 
Team Manager Ken Clark primarily, maintained 
that he never heard of ‘it, he never knew that we 
altered the rule. We ended up in a donnybrook, you 
know, what should we do? Do we give him the benefit 
of the doubt or should we say there’s no way you 
could have avoided it? So I met with John Davidson 
and Bob Craig of our board of trustees and decided 
we would give Yamaha the benefit of the doubt and 
in the future mail to them and everyone else a 
registered letter so there'd be no question of whether 
they got a rule change or anything of that sort. 
CN: So the claiming rule went back to $5,500 for 
engine and tranny instead of $7,500 for the whole 
bike, or what? 
EM: We removed the part about the whole 
motorcycle. 
CN: What was the main reason for doing that? 
DM: The Yamaha people maintained they were 
uniformed that we were going to have that rule in 
effect for that event. 
CN: Did they bring up anything about all the 
Europeans who come over to claim Yamahas at 
Daytona? 
DM: No, they didn’t mention that. That wasn’t part 
of their argument. Their argument was their own 
from the point of view of Yamaha USA. In fact, 
there was no claiming whatsoever that I recall.

CN: Is there a plan in the works to split a road race 
series away from the Camel Pro Series under new 
sponsorship? 

DM: Thats one thing we're working on. 
Philosophically speaking, we're at a point where 
technologically the motorcycle that you road race 
with, you do not dirt track with. For example, your, 
Harley-Davidson XR750, you cannot road race. 








Many years ago, the concept of the AMA Grand 
National Champion was a guy who rode the same 
motorcycle in different events. He rode his Triumph 
on a dirt track and the next weekend he put clip-ons 
on it and a front brake and went road racing with it. 
As you know, we've grown away from that. You need 
a different bike for dirt track and a different one for 
road racing. 

The interest level of competitors and their own 
suitability or desires has also changed. You have 
more and more specification of competitors and 
you've got guys who only dirt track and guys who only 
road race. You’ve got guys on the Camel Pro Series 
tour who have to be obviously excellent dirt trackers, 
but they must be somewhat proficient in road race 
because they have to get the road race points. 

I feel now is the time to start thinking about a split 
of the series and start considering getting in other 
sponsors for the road race series or the same sponsor 
potentially and dividing it up, making the Camel Pro 
Series dirt track only and making whatever you want 
a sponsor for the U.S. Road Racing Championships. 


CN: So we would then have a road race #1 and a 
dirt track #1? 

DM: We could even run both types of races the same 
weekends at opposite ends of the country. We found 
that of the 96 entries at the Daytona 200, only about 
five people could be classified as combination dirt 
trackers and road racers. So you can see, there are 
very few who are both. 

So it seems if the time isn’t ripe, it’s getting ripe 
and we will strongly consider a split under two 
conditions: One — we have a sponsor for a road race 
series. Two — we have lined up enough promoters to 
put on a viable road race circuit series of probably a 
dozen races.

CN: How about the privateers who make up points 
on the road races, like Aksland before he was 
injured, or Eklund who made up points at Loudon 
when Springsteen didn’t ride? 

DM: That's true, but think of it from an economic 
point of view. For Steve Eklund to pick up road race 
points he has got to have at least one TZ750 plus 
spares. He’s got to make trips to all these different 
events. He’s got to — let’s face it — muddle along in 
the middle of the field. He’s not going to be a 


challenger for the win. He might get fifth, sixth, or 
so, but the incremental points he picks up is not 
going to make up the difference in the end for the 
final Camel Pro points pay-off. 

I'm going to assume he’s got laid out in investment 
in the motorcycle, transportation, and all that stuff 
to these five road races, somewhere about $15,000. 
Well, he’s not going to pick up enough points to 
make $15,001 in the Camel Pro Series points 
standings. 

So, if Steve Eklund could concentrate in dirt track, 
he just saved himself $15,000. On the other hand, 
someone like Gene Romero could probably 
concentrate in road race and save himself all the 
outlay for dirt tracking equipment. 

So, that’s the thinking behind it, but as yet, we 
have no sponsor and not enough viable promoters for 
a 10-15 race circuit. 

CN: Sounds fairly embryonic at this point. First 
you would have to deal with the H-D parts 
problem for one thing, and the number of Experts 
available to make a field, and even the supply of 
Yamaha TZ750s. 

DM: Our thinking has been that we would have four 
classes — F250, F750, Superbike and sidecars. 
Whether the feature class would be F750 or 
Superbike, we haven’t settled internally. 

CN: Would each class pay points separately or 
equally? 

DM: The featured class would get the points and the 
point fund money unless a sponsor chose to pay a 
point fund in all the classes. 

CN: What about Superbikes being used as the 
machinery for the Daytona 200? What about the 
two-year engine change rule? 

DM: Bill France and Daytona Speedway are very 
much in favor of the Superbike class and can see it as 
the major class in years to come. We have discussed 
with them the possibility of Superbikes becoming the 
feature class but we haven't set any date. Obviously, 
if we did it at Daytona we'd change it for the entire 
U.S. 

CN: What about the cost factor? Isn’t it more 
expensive to build a competitive production bike, 
bit-by-bit, as compared to the outright purchase of 
race-ready TZ750? 

DM: Yes, cost is a definite consideration. 

CN: What happened with the Riverside Road 
Race? 

DM: Nothing. 

CN: But didn’t you refuse the promoter a three- 
year contract? 

DM: That's correct. We wouldn't give a three-year 
contract because, for one thing, it wasn’t applied for 
in a formal sense. We have also found no way to 
compel a promoter to return in year two and three if 
he bombs out in year one. Nobody, as far as we're 
aware, has made a dime promoting road races at 
Riverside Raceway, so why bother getting into a 
three-year contract when you need the proof that the 
event and facility can be a profitable event. 

CN: What difference would that make to the 
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AMA? You wouldn’t be out anything and at least 
you would have one year. 

DM: The other point was that we would give a three- 
year contract on a guarantee of doing it in years two 
and three with a guaranteed increase in purse money 
— but the promoter didn’t want to do that. So, it fell 
by the wayside. No formal sanction application was 
ever sent, only a letter or two, and it actually got 
down to being too late. ;

CN: Aren’t most AMA events on a year-to-year 
basis anyway? 
DM: Yes. If a promoter does a good job in year one, 
he shouldn’t have any problems in the second year, 
assuming the facility is right. 
CN: If there are so many unsuitable race facilities, 
will that not cause a problem with a new road race 
series? Will you have enough viable facilities to 
choose from? 
DM: We have quite a few possibilities and we've 
explored this in depth with promoters of road race 
facilities. We've gotten a very positive response to the 
concept. We feel we could add a number of facilities 
without too much trouble. We'd like to believe we 
could. 

It’s a chicken and egg thing. We can’t put together 
a circuit without a bunch of race tracks and the 
AMA’s not interested in doing it unless we can 
benefit our competitors by having a full-blown big 
dollar sponsor. We're talking about $25,000 purses 
and a substantial point fund for the series. So — we 
have to have a sponsor before we go forward and it’s 
difficult to get a sponsor without a series — it’s 
difficult to get a series without a sponsor. So, we're 
left trying to put the whole thing together hopefully 
for 1979, if not then, maybe 1980. Time will tell. 
CN: What does your office contribute to the AMA 
as an association economically? 
DM: As I see it, our function from the association 
point of view is to put on very professional, very 
good, very big motorcycle races which reflect well on 
the industry, the AMA, the sponsors involved and the 
competitors. 
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CN: We are told the AMA is $250,000 in the red 
this year, so far. Does your department held add to 
that deficit or help dissipate a deficit that comes 
from other member activities? 

DM: It’s probably a little of each. Pro racing is very 
expensive to put on. It costs my department a lot of 
money to put on races. The way it looks, we will most 
likely lose money this year — which is not unusual. 
The pro racing division has lost money in the past. 
CN: Are you under any instructions to reduce the 
deficit or to contribute money to the rest of the 
AMA activities through your department? 

DM: We're trying our best to reduce the deficit. 
CN: That would lead us into the Mel Parkhurst 
dismissal. Would you like to publicly comment on 
that? 

DM: No, I wouldn't.

CN: Well, he’s had his say. It’s the least we can do 
to offer you yours. 

DM: I appreciate that. Let me emplify that. The 
AMA, much like any private employer, which is what 
we are in this particular instance; is no different from 
Cycle News. If you hire someone and for whatever 
reason they leave, that's really none of the public's 
business. Although we are an association made up of 
our members, in this particular instance, there’s an 
employer-employee relationship that we don’t feel 
can be violated in any way. 

CN: Will there be a restrictor ruling on dirt 
trackers for next year? 

DM: One of our major concerns is safety. Motorcycle 
racing is very dangerous as we’re all aware and the 
insurance for it is extremely expensive. The AMA has 
to do everything we can to safeguard our 
competitors. We have taken a harder look at race 
track safety conditions. 

Over the past few years, tire technology has 
increased faster than the technology of the 
motorcycle itself. So, you have excellent tires nd what 
we have to do is keep an element of safety in there. 
Our thinking has been to institute a dirt track 
restrictor plate and use that as a measuring post in 
year one. 


CN: At Daytona, a lot of engines were burned up 
trying to dial in their restrictor plates. With the 
shortage of H-D parts wouldn’t the use of restrictor 
plates testing be very expensive, especially for the 
privateer? 

DM: I think when you institute any rule affecting a 
factory and a privateer, in the beginning the factory 
will always have the edge. But shortly thereafter, the 
privateer will always catch up. I think what you're 
really saying is, we don’t have a problem per se, we 
have a H-D problem in dirt track racing. 

We've had several thoughts. One is a restrictor 
plate on a 750; also open up the class to one or two 
cylinder, four-stroke 500ccs without restrictors. The 
idea there is to bring in other makes of bikes and 
hope that with a little experimentation you will have 
a fairly competitive class where the restricted 750s 
would be competitive with the unrestricted 500s or 
vice-versa. One other thought has been to change the 
class so the Novice is still a 250cc, the Junior would 
be a 500cc single or twin four-stroke unrestricted and 
the Expert would be a 750cc restricted in year one. 
By the end of year one, you would know who the hot 
Juniors are, and you can compare their times with 
the 750cc Experts and make adjustments if 
necessary. A restrictor plate of 28mm in a Harley 
motor would encourage and aid past competitors, 
most notably Triumph, BSA, Norton, in that their 
head opening is 29mm only and the Harley is 32mm, 
So you're not restricting the others so much, but you 
are restricting the Harley 

We have to delve into this much further though. 
We're open to any suggestions anyone might have. 
Feel free to write me at the AMA, or call. We 
welcome any new ideas. 








CN: Going back a bit to Toyota, who is Mike - 


Casino? 

DM: He is a person who has a business named Team 
Headquarters. They»do a variety of things like 
making jackets for a number of companies, they also 
make a number of clothing items. They also are the 
non-foods concessionaire at Ontario Motor 
Speedway. They are the merchandising consultants 
to Watkins Glen. They publish Peristyle magazine 
for the L.A. Coliseum. Mike Casino is the president 
of this company. He has had a 10-year relationship 
with Toyota, and he and I worked out the deal with 
Toyota. He did actually most of the work and acted 
in fact as the AMA’s agent on it. 

CN: How do you handle a thing like the 
Superbowl? They had Datsuns there too didn’t 
they? Wasn’t that a two-truck promotion at that 
particular event? 

DM: Yes, it was. And with the amount of money that 
Toyota’s putting into the Supercross Series, I would 
call that very poor judgement on the part of the 
promoter. I know the people at Toyota were not too 
pleased about it. 

CN: Do you have anything to do with the 
programs that Joe Parkhurst is doing for the 
series? Are programs air freighted to events, and if 
so, isn’t that a large expense? 

DM: Yes, the programs fall under our jurisdiction. 
The deal is, the promoter sends his program material 
to Parkhurst who gets it printed and sends it best way 
possible. Quite a few programs have been shipped air 
freight because the promoter is late in getting the 
material to Parkhurst to get to the printer. We've 
tried to ship as many as we can via surface, but some 
have to be shipped air freight to get there in time. 
But shipping charges are charged back to the 
promoter anyway.

CN: Why is the racing department of the AMA 
$25,000 in the red right now, when in past years 
racing actually helped support some of the member 
association activities? Why is it losing money now 
rather than gaining? 

DM: Racing is very expensive to put on. It costs a lot 
of money for people to fly around, a lot of money for 
phone calls to solicit sanctions, print things, mail 
them. Its a very expensive proposition. The 
promoter pays us a sanction fee. He does not pay for 
travel. 

CN: Is that to say the cost of promoting is going to 
go up? 

DM: Not necessarily, but I think that’s a pretty good 
thing for the future. Salaries, benefits, heat and 
light, are all expensive. 

CN: The impression so far, is that you’re not too 
involved with the association as such. You have 
your department to run, and the Board of Direc- 
tors will tell you when you’ve gone too far or spent 
too much. 

DM: Yes. 

CN: Who and how are you replacing Mel Parkhurst? 
DM: Bill Boyce who originally handled the circuit 
some years ago, will be handling it again for the 
balance of 1978. He'll be handling it from the AMA's 
point of view and acting as an assistant. He had been 
eager to do it and is looking forward to it. We are 
also very fortunate in having a young guy with us as 
an assistant to Bill who is handling sales of local 
sanctions and regional sanctions in dirt track. His 
name is Ray Brown. He comes from Michigan where 
he acted as a part time AMA official for about four 
years. He'll be broken in when the trail heads back 
east in July. We anticipate maybe alternating men on 
weekends for the future. 

CN: Is there Eet you can do to help prevent 
situations such as we had i in Oklahoma City where 
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the weather played a part in the cancellation of 
that event. Isn’t there something you could do to 
help a promoter get their track back in shape? 

DM: Not really. You have to come down to the 
event. We have an informal list of track preparers 
and people who are very good at it. But the promoter 
in this case wanted to do it himself, and 
unfortunately we can’t do much about the weather. 
When it comes down to it, we've instructed our 
referees to make a decision on the side of caution. 
We would much rather cancel an event than see 
someone get injured or even the potential of injury. 
CN: How has the release of Parkhurst affected 
your relationship with the dirt track riders, so far? 
Is there a chance they are unsettled enough to 
cause a no-show at any upcoming event? 

DM: I spoke to Bill Boyce before I came down here 
and told him you folks thought the riders were very 
upset. He said, no, not really. No one seemed to be 
very upset at San Jose. There were a couple of 
questions about Mel’s leaving the AMA, but that was 
about it. 

I can understand competitors being upset that’ve 
dealt with someone over a number of years, and now 
that person’s no longer there. I understand from my 
own relations with Camel Pro competitors that they 
have some and we plan to have a meeting with them 
in the next few weeks. 

We plan to sit down behind closed doors and 
hammer out whatever problems there are — Answer 
whatever questions there are — and I think primarily 
put to rest whatever rumors there might be. 

CN: Tell us how you've learned about your job 
during the time you’ve spent as “Racing Czar.” 
DM: The term “Czar” was picked up by the media 
and is a misnomer if there ever was one. In my 
opinion the term “Czar” harbs back to darkest Russia 
where someone ruled with an iron hand and 
accepted no input from anyone, And there are two 
ways to do it: my way and the wrong way. Where my 
job as Commissioner does not have quite a bit of 
power, it all entrails quite a bit of responsibility to 
the promoters, the sponsors, the competitors and, to 
the spectators who in the last word are paying the 
bills. Before we make a decision, we discuss it, we get 
outside input and we get inside input — we believe 
will benefit everyone. That is my interpretation of a 
Commissioner. A “Czar” is someone who makes snap 
decisions and that’s it. 

CN: What you’re saying then, is that you don’t 
have the power of maybe a baseball Commissioner, 
that you are basically an employee of a member- 
owned and operated association. 

DM: Essentially that’s true, with broad powers over 
their professional racing division. I’ve never tested 
how far I could go. It’s one of those things where 
you've got to adapt to the situation and if you have a 
situation that calls for strong actions, you've got to be 
able to take it. You've got to be objective and I like to 
think of myself as being objective as possible and 
doing the best job I can for the AMA members 
sponsors, promoters.

CN: How do you like your job so far? 

DM: It’s extremely exhilarating, extremely 
frustrating and there’s one overwhelming thing that 
comes through — that you can’t please everybody. 
Whatever decision you make, you're right to half the 
people and you're wrong to half the people. I don’t 
try to please anybody, though. I just try to make the 
best possible decision under the circumstances. I 
wasn't hired to be popular — I was hired to a job — 
to make motorcycle racing a major sport. And that 
job requires wrenching changes which we are trying 
to make as smoothly as possible. 

CN: How will you be able to gauge you’ve done the 
job you set out to do? When will we know when 
that happens? 

DM: My criteria is really simple: When Walter 
Cronkite, on Monday night, gives the sports report 
and he mentions who won what motorcycle race on 
Sunday, I will feel we have arrived. ®

Gillman, Domann, 
Lett smoke CMC 
MX

ORANGE, CA, JUNE 18 
This was the week for the Open 
Pro riders to get the first go at 
the track at Continental Moto- 
sports Club’s Saddleback moto- 


cross and David Williams (Mai), and 
Scott Gillman (Yam) were sitting on 
the line trying to psyche each other 
out. Williams took the early lead, with 
Gillman grabbing it from him before 
the first lap was completed. From the 
second lap on there was no changing 
in the lineup. Gillman had the lead 
going away with Williams second and 
Steve Fry (Yam), Bob Maxwell (Mai) 
and Top Shelf of La Mesa rider Dan 
Steele (Yam) taking care of the next 
points. 

In the second moto Gillman waited 
for absolutely no one as he smoked off 
the line and around the track for the 
full 14 laps to take the overall win, In 
second place on the first lap was Up- 
Tite Husky rider Brain Craze with 
Williams in third. Randy Blevins 
(Yam) and Fry were ahead of Maxwell 
and Steele. On the third lap Williams 
whipped by Craze capturing second. 
By the end of the moto Bill Keefe 
(Yam) had worked his way up from the 
rear of the track to fifth. On the last 
lap Blevins had major mechanicals 
and Keefe took over fourth. The top 
finishers were Gillman, Williams, 
Craze, and Keefe. 





The entire 28 laps of both 250cc Pro 
motos were the sole property of DG 
Hotshoe Jim Domann (Yam). Jim rode 
the ultimate race with not a single 
error on his part. The closest 
competition Jim had came from Cross 
Up Suzuki rider Tim Tolar. Riding in 
third for the whole first race was 
Standard Crank-sponsored Clark Jones 
on a Honda. Jeff Browning kept his 
Can-Am in fourth for a strong finish. 

At the start of the second moto, 
Domann already had his mind made 
up that the win would be his, and 
away he went. David Gerig, on a 
Tibblin Racing/Ocean Pacific/ 
Escondido Suzuki, was second as the 
pack smoked around Webco. 
Yamaha-mounted Bob Stem was in 
third with Tolar and Gregg Young 
(Hon) going for the next place. Stem 
moved into second on the second lap 
with Gerig busy trying to hold off 
Tolar. On the 10th lap Tolar took over 
second with Gerig going to third and 
Stem getting bumped back to fourth. 
Gregg Young was in fifth. Crossing 
under the checkers after Domann was 
Tolar, Gerig, and Young. A very 
happy Domann took home the lion’s 
share of the payback. 

FMF Suzuki pilot Randy Hess took 
the holeshot for the first of the 125cc 
rounds. Cliff Lett, also riding with the 
crimson and gold of FMF was able to 
get the lead away from Hess before the 
first lap had been completed. 
Hayward Flint (Suz) flashed into 
second with Rick Maki (Q&E) in third. 
Tim: Tolar and Cole Bros.’ Alex 
Downs filled positions four and five. 
Maki made it to second by the third 
lap with Tolar and Downs moving up 
also. Lett led the parade until lap nine

when it was Tolar’s turn to take over. 
Tim came across the finish line first 
with Lett, Roo-riding Tony Gomez, 
Maki, Downs and Hess following. 

For the second moto it was again the 
FMF colors leading the pack only this 
time Lett was in the lead with Hess in 
hot pursuit. Maki, Tolar, Gomez and 
Downs were scrambling for the next 
positions. Tolar lasted two laps before 
a tossed chain made him a spectator. 
Maki moved to third with Gomez in 
fourth. Cliff held on to the forward 
position until lap eight when Hess 
hauled by. Randy dialed on his 
machine and was lookin’ good but 
forgot about a slick place at the finish 
line turn and he dumped it, 
surrendering his lead to Lett. Maki 
moved to second with Hess finishing 
the race in third. Gomez, Mark Dooley 
(Suz) and John Layne (Suz) had the 
next places. Lett took the overall win 
with Maki and Gomez getting the next 
payback.

The most exciting classes to 
watch in American Motocross 
Enterprises racing are definitely 
the 125, 250 and 500cc Pros. 


Tonight both of the 125 and 250cc 
riders had to be on their toes because 
they were visited by one of the fastest 
night racers in Southern California, 
Gary Denton. 








Gary is well known for his fantastic 
holeshots but wasn't successful in 
doing this every moto. Instead he 
would hook a clean second or third 
place start and one of the riders who 
happened to be just as quick on the 
draw -was John O'Mara. In the first 
125cc Pro moto those two went at it 
pretty closely and stood out from the 
pack. Denton ended up taking first by 
just a matter of bike lengths ahead of 
O’Mara while Bob Ramsey gassed it 
for third on his green Kawasaki. 

In the final moto Denton pulled 
only a fair start and had to work his 
way through heavy traffic. He passed 
several riders but could only manage a 
third. Jim Holley won the moto on his 
PK-supported Yamaha while Cole 
Bros. supported Edwin Arnet 
captured second and held off Denton. 

When AME posted the Pro payback 
money at 11:20 p.m. it turned out that 
Denton had been successful at winning 
the 125cc Pro class over Mike Brown 


from Saugus who was second with a 4- 
4 finish. O'Mara took the third place 
cash.

ORANGE, CA, JULY 8 
Maico-mounted Jeff Jennings 
beat out a large field of top 
250cc Pros to take home the 
money at this week’s Saturday 
Saddleback Motocross. 


Taking the lead at the start of the 
first 250cc Pro moto was Clark Jones 
(Hon) with close pursuit coming from 
Suzuki rider Tim Tolar and Jim 
Domann (Yam). Jennings came up 
through the pack and displaced first 
Tolar, then Domann and moved into 
second behind Jones. On lap eight 
Jennings ‘took the lead and motored 
away for the win. Tolar passed Jones 
for second and Domann DNF. 

As the field came around the finish 
area on the first lap of the second 
moto, Jennings had already 
established’ a lead that would carry 
him to the win. Jones occupied the 
second spot with Tolar challenging 
from third. On the seventh go-round 
Tolar got by Jones: Jones stayed with 
Tolar and repassed him several laps 
later and the finishing order was set. 
Jennings was first overall followed by 
Jones and Tolar. 

Maico rider Val Tamietti won a hrd 
fought 500cc Pro victory with a 2-1 
moto score. Greg Robertson put his 
Can-Am in front in the first race but 
DNF the second leaving the runner-up 
position to Suzuki-mounted Jim 

` Tarantino. Third place money went to 
Bob Marino on a Yamaha. 


Jeff Ward rode a Yamaha to a clean 
sweep victory over the 125cc Pros. 
Suzuki rider Chappy Blose rode to a 
strong second place ahead of Cliff Lett 
on a Yamaha.

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track was changed slightly at its north 
end and included some “tepee-styled” 
jumps which forced many riders. to 
employ those spectacular, if heart- 
stopping, front wheel landings. 

The 500cc Pros thundered off the 
line with Wheelsmith Maico’s Jeff 


Jennings in front. Scott Gilman (Yam) 


maneuvered in front of him, though, 
and led the first lap. They were 
followed by Ty Richey (Yam), Mike 
Tripes (Esc), Tony Wanket (Yam) and 
Steve Walker (Yam). 

Jennings went by Gilman on the 
next lap while Tripes did likewise to 
Richey. Wanket dropped back, 
moving Walker up a spot to chase 
Richey. 

On lap five, though, the order was 
Jennings, Gilman, Tripes and Walker 
as Richey crashed. The front four held 
their positions to moto’s end. 

Gilman shot to the front in moto 
two with Jennings, Tripes and Walker 
a few seconds behind. Jennings gained 
a little ground on the next lap and Bill 
Jewell (Moto Meister Mai) advanced to 
fourth, though still some distance 
behind Tripes. 

By lap six, Jennings was pressing 
Gilman heavily, their duel putting 
them quite a ways in front of Tripes. 

Jennings made his move on the 
lower part of the course in a bermed 
left-hander after the downhill. 
Coming out of it, Jennings went to the 
inside and accelerated, moving 
abreast of Gilman as they reached a 
slight bend to the right. 

They clashed, tangling elbows, 
bars, and God knows what else, 
causing Gilman to bobble while 
Jennings gassed it into the lead. 
Gilman dropped it in the next corner, 
but was up and away without losing 
another position. 

Jennings appeared to have both the 
moto and overall wins sewed up. 
However, just before completing lap 
13; he pulled off the track, his Maico’s 
rear wheel not in the same plane as the 
front, apparently the victim of a 
broken swingarm. 

With that, Gilman inherited first, 
being followed across the line by 
Tripes, Jewell, Tim Marsh (Mai) and 
Jim Lowe (Mai). 

In the first 250cc Pro moto, Gary 
Denton took his Suzuki through the 
first few turns in the lead, but lost it 
completing the first lap in seventh 
place. 

Tim Tolar (Cross Up Suz), Floyd 
Burke (FG Yam), Tim Lunde (Mai) 
and Fritz Schlegal (Suz) were among 
those who went by Denton. 

A possible factor in Denton's fall 
back was a first lap crash which 
involved Dave Williams (Mai), Gilman 
and others. Williams got the brunt of 
it, leaving him with a neck and arm 
that were used for traction. 

By lap two, Lunde and Jennings 
(who came from sixth) both passed 
Burke. Jennings set his sights on 
Lunde, slipped by and went after 
Tolar. 

On lap seven, the order was 
Jennings, Tolar, Denton and Burke. 
Lunde had crashed, putting him back 
in seventh, but got back on it and 
charged to fourth by lap nine. 

On lap 12, Jennings was forced out 
by a flat tire. For the second time in 
the moto, Denton fell back, too. At 
the checkered, it was Tolar, Lunde, 
Schlegal and Steve Blackman (Hon). 

Tolar led the first six laps of the 
second moto. Gilman took over after 
that, though, coming from fourth at 
the start and just riding for the heck of 
it. 

Denton: and Blackman were in 








third and fourth until Denton passed 
Tolar and lap nine, holding that spot 
to the end. 

Cliff Lett (Yam) led the 125 Pros 
from the drop of the gate to the 
checkered in the first moto. Denton 
put the pressure on late in the moto, 
but couldn't pass him. Tim Locey 
(Yam), Paul Emerson (Suz) and Rick 
Johnson (Yam) followed the lead pair. 

Emerson must have liked Lett’s style 
because he led the entire second moto, 
Lett pursued until the gearbox on his 
Yamaha went south. 

Denton eagerly snapped up the 


_ Opportunity to advance to second and 


Johnson found himself in third. Gary 
Tomlin and Dave Miller, both Suzuki 
mounted, diced until Miller saw his 
chance on lap 11 and switched places 
with Tomlin.

(Yam) became the youngest Pro 
to ever score a win a Speedway 
117’s TRIVIC Summer Series as

Hardick still 
retains the point lead in both the 125 
and 250cc classes and should he hold 
on to the end of the season, he would 
be the first ever Pro to score a double 
in Continental Moto-Sports Club 
competition at Speedway 117. 

As good as the Pros were, the 
Intermediates stole the show with two 
of the wildest classes ever seen’ at 
Speedway 117. In the 125s would you 
believe a rider with 10-1 finishes could 
win over an 18-rider field? Yes that’s 
what happened as Scott Burnworth 
was involved in a mass pile up off the 
gate in the first moto with a resultant 
10th place and then came back for a 
complete demolishment of the second 
moto. First moto front runners Scott. 
Meyer and Keith Finch (plus the other 
seven riders ahead of Burnworth all 
crashed in’ the second moto and 
Burnworth squeaked out a tie-breaker 
win over Dave Metje who had a fifth 
and a sixth and Bill Curran who had a 
fourth and an eighth. 





In the 250cc Intermediates, 
returning Rick Relucio scored a 
handlebar banging tie-breaker 


second place in the second moto to 
edge Bryan Hart for the win over first 
moto winner Greg Meyers as again all 
the first moto front runners either 
crashed, broke or plain disappeared! 
In the 500s Tom Nimtz scored his first- 
ever Intermediate victory in a hard 


fought tie-breaker second moto over. 


Tracy McMillen who got off hard in 
the second moto and literally 
staggered in for the third spot. 


In the Junior classes the outstanding 
series was in the first division of the 
125s with point leader Bryan Maloney 
getting zapped by Gary Graham in a 
first moto that saw the lead change 
four times! In the second moto the 
pressure got to up-and-coming 
Graham who had a fall and wound up 
with a second overall. In other Junior 
action, fourth place 125cc rider 
Leland Bacon scored his first overall 
win in the second division and vaulted 
into second place in the standings over 
Bob Caulfield and Mark Varney, who 
has now moved to the Intermediates. 
The 500cc point leader, Dennis Dunn, 
again blasted the field two-for-two.

Healy wins SRA 
Crack O’Dawn 
enduro

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, JULY 9 
“What makes one enduro better 
than another?” asked Jenny 
Vincellette. as riders crowded 
around the Sportsman Racing 
Association sign up trailer, praising 
the Crack O’Dawn enduro. 

To begin with, the 5:30 a.m. key- 
time was perfect. The early morning 
sun felt good to bikers who were 
crawling into chilly air from warm 
sleeping bags. 

The enduro itself, was not a 
beginner’s enduro. Even the first loop 
was laid out for the more advanced 
rider. 

The 18 mph start seemed easy 
enough to maintain as the course 
gently wound across the rolling desert. 
But suddenly the gentleness changed 
to rugged hills and sandwashes. The 
speed changed to 12 mph and even 
this was too fast for the less 
experienced rider. 

The course came down a hill, 
making a sharp right into a deep 
sandwash for about 10 feet. At this 
point, it took a sharp left straight up a 
short steep embankment that was 
covered with loose sand. Many didn't 
make it up the slippery embankment 
on the first try, thus creating a small 
bottleneck. Once over the 
embankment, riders had to keep on 
their toes for turn arrows that meant 
now. The speed changed to 18 mph 
into the tie breaker check, then 24 
mph into the finish. Most minis were 
running at least two minutes late into 
the tie-breaker but had made it up by 
the finish. 

Eleven-year-old 80cc B rider, Keith 
Senn, commented that the only 
problem he had was when a big bike 
stalled and he couldn’t get around 
him. Sean Ellison, an 80cc D rider, 
overcame all obstacles and captured 
first Mini. ý 

The 30.8-mile second loop “couldn't 
have been better” declared Ron 
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Gassin’ it down a hill at the SRA Crack O’ Dawn enduro. 








Serrato who rides in the 250cc B class. 
“This wasn’t for the beginner.” Serrato 
said, as he munched on an ice-cold 
piece of watermelon. “This course was 
challenging yet not impossible.” 

Cliff Stevens, 175cc B, went into a 
bit more detail. “This was a good A 
and B rider course. Outstanding 
layout. Those rock canyons were a 
blast. Also the checks were in good 
places and the clocks were right on. 
Check G, the tie-breaker was in a good 
place. The course came down a hill, 
made a sharp left and there were the 
checkers, on the side of the hill. Riders 
rolled, slid, and fell into this check, it 
was great. 

“From here the course rolled out 
over flatlands at 24 miles per hour 
toward the dry lake then back to 
Government Peak. The home check 
was the best check of all. It was really a 
surprise. The course went up over a 
hump them straight down a shale hill 
into the finish. Spectators loved it. 
This type of event draws your better 
riders, yet there wasn’t anything 
impossible or too tiring. I rate it an A 
plus.” 


Ross Morgon, Open D, broke off a 
footpeg and bent his shift lever but he 
still finished very well. Ross 
commented that “that’s what an 
enduro is all about. It just makes it 
more interesting when you have 
problems.” 

If that statement is true, it must 
have been very interesting for Richard 
Bear. He was the first rider out and 
the last rider in. 

SRA described its few little 
problems as “just annoying.” Signs 
were removed from Cal City to camp. 
This resulted in some would-be riders 
getting lost and finding camp too late 
or not at all. Also, some play riders on 
the course took delight in seeing how 
close they could get to the checkers. 
One checker retaliated by throwing 
rocks after his encounter with the 
wierd kinds became a bit too close. 

But back to Jenny Vincellette’s 
question — all riders agreed that just 
the fact that there wasn’t one perfect 
score was a plus for this enduro. 
William Healy, Open B, came the 
closest with an 0:31 and Dave Talbert, 
also Open B, had an 0:28. Brett Chilly, 
Open A, took third with an 0:23.

For most people, Tuesday night 
is nothing more than the day 
after Monday or the night before 
Wednesday. But for the moto- 
crosser, it brings about a new time to 
get the bike and bod out of the house 
one more time a week and head up to 
Indian Dunes for California Racing 
Club’s Tuesday night motocross.

If you don't believe a Tuesday night 
would bring out some local heavies, 
riders like Steve Bauer, Sue Fish, Mike 
Brown, Andy Jannings, Larry Watkins 
and Greg Robertson were on hand. 
And if their competitiveness is in 
question, take a look at Kolbe Can- 
Am pilot Greg Robertson, who roosted 
both the 250cc and Open Pro classes 
for four moto wins, and most of the 
work accomplished in just one turn. 
The big right-hand sweeper is 
definitely Azs turn. 

When the first Open moto shot 
through the first turn, Robertson was 
already in command, with Maico 
riders Larry Watkins and Steve 
Rawson on his tail. For the first half 
of the moto, the trio stayed tight, but 
after the mid-point, Rawson dropped 
considerably off the pace. This left 
Watkins trailing, only by a few yards. 
As the white flag came out, Watkins 
looked ready to make a move, then as 
he crested the drop after the sweeper, 
he painfully pulled off the track. He 
had caught his foot in a rut and ripped 
the ligaments in his knee. Robertson 
won easily with Rawson picking up 
second. 

With Watkins not competing the 
second moto, Rawson was the only 


rider attempting to overtake 
Robertson. Last weeks overall

Greg Robertson won two at CRC. 


Robertson went by Bang in the 
sweeper for the lead, and a lap later 
Rawson did the same. Robertson never 
let up, and went on to take the win 
and overall with Rawson second and 
Bang third.

Shane 
Burrows (Yam) and Joel Rucker (Mai) 
pursued the disappearing mirage that 
held the lead, but their efforts were 


futile. Sargent had the checkers before 
the two attackers could even find him. 

Sargent pulled the holeshot when 
the second moto started and carried 
his unchallenged lead for the overall | 
win. Burrows managed to out dice 
Rucker and took second. Rucker 
stopped the attack of Randy Evans 
(Yam) and copped third. 

Kim Jensen (Suz) cut through the 


pack of 250cc Pros off the line then’ 
gave it up when he slid out. Todd 
Burrows (Yam) picked it up, but 
Eldon Copier (Hon) dropped in and 
Randy Sargent (Yam) slipped by on 
the inside to take second. Burrows re- 
treated back to third, only to exper- 
ience more difficulties with Steve 
Taggart (Yam).

The onslaught of approaching 
racers put Copier on the endangered 
species list and there was no time to 
make a mad dash for the sidelines. He 
made his stand in the center of the 
track and saved himself with some 
fancy manuvering. Sargent finished 
the race and pocketed the top bucks, 
Detlef. Schwurack (Mai) held second 
and Burrows snagged third. 


Close competition and heavy 
skirmishing erupted when the 125cc 
Pros hit the track and Stan Wynhof 
(Suz), Eldon Copier (Suz) and Ken 
Archibald (Suz) slammed into the first 
turn with a version of three blind 
mice. The threesome ran bar-to-bar 
until Wynhof shot away with the lead, 
leaving Copier and Archibald to jock 
for second. 

A radical move for the holeshot put 
Archibald in the lead the second time 
around, but he soon bit the dust. 
Copier paced his mount toward the 
checks while Wynhof stomped 
around with the revived Archibald. 
Wynhof got his foot inside the door 
first and rode away with second as 
Archibald maintained a steady third.

Officiating was geared to keeping 
the program moving. When the 
second Novice heat tangled, leaving 
Kevin Murphy with a suspected 
broken arm, the third heat was 
brought up. When the third heat was 
red-flagged for Jimmy Roseth’s crash 
in the dogleg, the second. heat was 
brought back for another try. This 
time Tod Gieseck (Yam) and Rich 
Hayman were right on each other until 
Hayman’s motor quit on the last lap 
and Gieseck cruised home. 

When the third heat attempted a 
restart, somebody missed a shift 
halfway to turn one; you could see one 
foot pump up and down frantically, 
then chaos as the rearmost third of the 
pack landed in a heap. Bring on the 
fourth heat! 

Jeff Haney won that one for a front 
row shot at the main, using a handy 
holeshot and keeping the advantage. 

Back came the third heat. They 
redlighted once, then got away clean 
with Brett Barkus (Oss) and Ron Arlt 
in a close scramble for the lead. A lap 
or so of bump-shuffle; then Barkus 
powered up the front straight, ducked 
under going into turn one, and 





boogied away for a Novice heat 
record, 2:06.27. 

After the Novice donnybrook, the 
Juniors on their 750ccs seemed almost 
sedate by comparison. Wincewicz, 
Oregonian Ken Celorie and Lew Alter 
all took no-nonsense wins. The fourth 
heat had roller problems, but finally 
got off with Don Gore (Tri) winning 
over Glynn Hewitt. 

Yamamoto won the Novice Trophy 
Dash with a rolling holeshot; 
Wincewicz had his hands briefly full of 
Ken Celorie before winning his. It was 
bumpity-bump in the narrow hook 
with Celorie emerging to lead for two 
laps before going wide in the sweeper 
final turn and losing the plot. 

Semis were a combination of high- 
speed traffic jam and contact 
scrimmage as the last transfers went 
up for grabs. These seeded Steve 
Monger (Yam), Jeff Celorie, Don 
Brown and Mike Thompson into the 
Junior main. Scott Carneau, Scott 
Smith, Johnny Hightower, and Rick 
Ferris made it into the Novice Final 
the hard way. After Novice Doug 
Howard and Junior Craig Lewis settled 
their respective trophy mains, it was 
time to go for the cash. 

The whole Novice front row 
redlighted at the beginning and got a 
finger waved at them. Californian Jeff 
Haney got the re-start lead, only to 
loop out in the dogleg, leaving 
Yamamoto in front. Ron began to 
clear away, while Jeff McDaniel (Yam) 
began to march from mid-pack. 
Reeling in first Ryan Siedel, then 
Todd Gieseck, McDaniel got second 
with a last-lap turn one pass. 


The Junior main had an all- 


Triumph front row. It was Lew Alter 
into the lead off the light, but 
Wincewicz bumped by inside the turn 
two hook and was in control the rest of 
the race. Ken Celorie pulled around 
outside for third, then ducked under 
Alter for the second he would hold to 
the finish. Steve Monger, the 
Californian on the Yamaha, seemed to 
erupt from nowhere about mid-race 
and go berserk. While it lasted, he was 
hot, putting aside Alter after a brief 
scrap, getting flat wild in the dogleg, 
passing Don Brown (Tri) who had 
moved into third earlier. Monger, 
unchained, lit out after Celorie; but it 
was not to be, as the Californian got 
spit off in the treacherous slippy- 
groove about midway through the 


sweeper. Alter retired with mechanical 
problems while Brown, Glynn Hewitt, 
and Mike Thompson cruised in behind 
the two leaders. 

Wincewicz, when asked if it was 
bumpy out there, simply replied 
“slippery” and proceeded to put a dent 
in the gastank with the trophy girl.

The following 655cc Cafe race was 
run in the rain with Charly McDonald 
displaying superb riding, and some 
controlled sliding under poor 
conditions in a hard-fought race with 
Bruce Sass, second by less than a 
wheel.

Honda, and left no doubt that it was 
riding and not horsepower that made 
the difference. 

The Formula Two race was a 
surprise, as a rider who has shown a 
great deal of potential in the past put 
things together and rode a resurrected 
TR-3 into first place. Brian O'Neill 
(Cycles of Boulder, O'Neill's Wheels) 
was the winner, followed closely by 
Bruce Sass (Vickery Yam) and Bill

Formula Three once again saw a 
Bill Vickery, Bruce Sass duel, with Bill 
taking the win.
